A.R.U.MEN MAY JOIN 
CHICAGO STRIKERS 


VICTIM O F A CONSPIRACY. 


L IT T L E HOPE OF FIXING TH E 
THING UP. 


The Railroad Switchmen May Join the 
Steel Workers and It Is Now Said 
That the Trouble Has Only Just 
Commenced—Coatmakers Go Back 
to Work. 


Chicago, May 9.—There is now less 
prospect than ewer there was 
of 
a 
peaceful termination of the strike at 
the mills of the Illinois Steel Company 
at South Chicago. 
At a meeting held 
last night local lodge No. 511 of the 
American Railway union indorsed the 
strike, and the probability is that this 
morning will see a refusal on the part 
of the switchmen employed hy the Cal­ 
umet & Blue Island railroad to bandle 
any” cars consigned to the Illinois Steel 
Company. 
The company 
has 
already enough 
coke on hand to handle a great many 
of its orders. 
But the inability to use 
Its furnaces owing to the strike prom­ 
ises to cause a permanent tie-up. 
It 
had been intended to conteract this and 
keep contracts 
by bringing pig iron 
from outside points. This move will be 
effectually blocked if the switchmen 
carry out their threat. The men held 
a secret meeting yesterday evening and 
it is believed they are only waiting for 
the indorsement of the Switchmen’s 
union to go out on strike. 
It was officially announced yesterday 
that the company intended to blow out 
its furnaces during the afternoon and 
then close down the works. It was an­ 
nounced that 
the company did 
not 
want to hire any men. 
Simultaneous 
with these 
announcements 
an order 
was given that all reporters should be 
barred out of the works. 
This order 
•was carried out. The strikers declare 
the company is running in many new 
men and does not intend to close its 
works down, and they say the only 
reason for barring out reporters is that 
the company does not wish any news 
of its doings to get to the outside world 
until all arrangements are made. 
The English-speaking employes of 
the Illinois Steel Company took their 
first action in the strike last night. It 
came in form of sympathetic resolu­ 
tions on the part of lodge No. 312 of the 
American Railway union. 
The union 
has 285 members in the employ of the 
company as front men ip the furnaces. 
They represent the skilled class of la­ 
bor, as they handle the product after it 
has gone through the process of melt­ 
ing. Last night’s meeting was held in 
secret, but it was learned the Ameri­ 
can Railway union men passed resolu­ 
tions sympathizing with the unskilled 
workmen who took the initiative in the 
strike. *• 
The men who struck are the furnace 
men. For the most part they are for­ 
eigners. 
The majority 
of them 
are 
Poles, with a good number of Hungar­ 
ians, Slavs, and 
a 
few 
Bohemians 
mixed among them. Only a few of them 
can read, and hardly any of them can 
sign their names. 
These men live in 
overcrowded rooms, four adults and al­ 
most as many children often sleeping 
in one apartment. Men sleep two and 
three in a bed and live on the plainest 
food. 
The laborers, as far as could 
learned, from their statements, are 
ing paid IO cents an hour or $1.10 a 
day for twelve hours’ work, the fur 
nace men range from $1.10 to $1.65 for 
twelve hours’ work. The latter claim 
two years ago they were being paid 
$2.25. 
The pig molders, who now get 
$1.65, say their wages have been cut 80 
cents since two 
ago. 


Gov. Blown Claims a Plot Was Laid to 
KUI His 8on. 
Louisville, Ky., May 9.—The Courier- 
Journal prints the 
following: 
“The 
sensation attending the Gordon double 
killing is not over by half. The prose­ 
cution will attempt to prove that Arch 
Dixon Brown’s death was due to a plot 
to assassinate him. 
Governor Brown 
has reason to believe that the facts of 
his son's coming to Louisville on the 
day of the tragedy and his meeting with 
Mrs. Gordon were known to a man in 
Frankfort, who telegraphed to a man 
In Louisville. This Louisville man, the 
prosecution claims, notified Gordon that 
his wife was to meet Brown and ‘active­ 
ly assisted in a foul assassination.' Mr. 
James A. Scott, the Frankfort attorney 
employed by Governor Brown to prose­ 
cute the case, said: 
“I want to say that Governor Brown 
never 
authorized 
any 
statement 
that 
he 
would 
not 
prosecute 
the case nor did he ever dream of grant­ 
ing a pardon to Gordon, as has been 
stated. 
Before deciding on the step 
Governor Brown took counsel with a 
mini ber of intimate friends from all 
over the state. He came to the conclu­ 
sion that It was due the memory of his 
son that there should be a full and fair 
investigation of all the facts. He was 
convinced that 
Gordon must have 
known that his wife was dissipated, 
reckless 
and imprudent. 
Governor 
Brown and his counsel would shrink 
from any attack on Mrs. Gordon’s char­ 
acter, but would prefer to throw the veil 
of charity over all her acts, especially 
as she is dead. The future will deter­ 
mine whether it will be necessary to 
further blacken the character of Mrs. 
Gordon in order to show the defend­ 
ant’s thorough knowledge of it. I think 
the developments will be surprising to 
some people.’’

Flora Evans’ annual address showed 
there were 8,700 members in good stand­ 
ing in Iowa. There were 258 corps, 24 
of which were organized last year. Re­ 
ports from officers of the Sons of Veter­ 
ans show a total membership of 1,562, 
an increase of 557 members In the last 
year.

to the strikers yesterday. All their de- 
mands for an increase In wages wfffe 
absolutely refused and the manufac­ 
turers said the factories would be closed 
down before they would grant the de­ 
mands.

work, but were prohibited by strikers. 
The men will consider the ultimatum. 
Milwaukee^ Wis., May 9.—The 
pre­ 
liminary steps to the formation of an 
international association based on the 
principles of the American Protective 
association will be taken by the Su­ 
preme council of the order during the 
sessions in this city. The constitution 
will be broad enough to work under any 
constitutional government and in coun­ 
tries in which the laws are inimical to 
the principles of the order the members 
will simply confine their work to agita­ 
tion. 
The Rev. J. C. Madill, the head of the 
Canadian visiting delegation, reports 
the order growing rapidly there.

Philadelphia, Pa., May 9.—Six hun­ 
dred more coatmakers went to work on 
their own terms yesterday, and over a 
dozen contractors signed the Knights 
of Labor agreement, which will send 
nearly 400 more back to work.

far about 2,000 strikers have returned 
to work, leaving about that number 
still out.

Shanghai, May 9.—It is reported that 
Sir Robert Hart, Inspector General of 
the Chinese Customs, has guaranteed 
the payment of the additional indemni­ 
ty demanded by Japan as a result of re­ 
linquishing its claim to the Liao Tung 
Peninsula, In compliance with the views 
of Russia, France, and Germany. Sir 
Robert Hart, however, makes his g u a r ­ 
antee conditional on the financing of the 
total indemnity being left in his hands.

Intense Enmity to England Develops In 
Nicaragua. 
Managua, Nicaragua, via Galveston, 
Texas. May 9.—The £15,000 sterling to 
be paid by Nicaragua to Great Britain 
has been raised here by popular dona­ 
tions. Three German mercantile firms 
have given about £2,000, and the whole 
amount will be ready to be paid in Lon­ 
don in a few days. The raising of the

Lansing, Mich., May 9.—A hearing 
was had yesterday on the proposition 
to submit a woman suffrage 
amend­ 
ment to the people at the next general 
election. 
A majority of the speakers 
favored the proposition, but it failed of 
adoption,receiving 63 votes to 22 against 
it, a two-thirds majority of 67 votes be­ 
ing necessary to submit a proposition 
to amend the Conctitution.

Bogardu* Bill Against Train 
Robbing 
Not Passed. 
Springfield, 111., May 9.—The house 
yesterday, by a vote of 72 nays to 58 
yeas, defeated the Bogardus train rob­ 
bery bill. The fault of the measure lies 
In the sweeping definition of the crime 
of train robbery. Any act which tends 
to hamper the operation of a railroad 
seems to be classed under this title and 
made a capital offense. 
With such a 
law on the statute books, It is claimed, 
the railroads would 
have 
unprece­ 
dented protection, and any dissatisfied 
employe who became involved In an 
altercation with an agent of the road 
would be liable to prosecution and sen­ 
tenced to the gallows. 
F. H. Cooper has returned to Chicago.

Steel Works Still and Many Mea Laid 
Off by the Strike. 
Joliet, IU., May 9.—The men at the 
Illinois Steel company who struck sev­ 
eral days ago are still out and busi­ 
ness at the mill is almost suspended. 
On account of the switchmen, firemen 
and laborers quitting about 200 me­ 
chanics had to be laid off yesterday. 
The pattern shop was closed, seventeen 
men laid off in the boller shop, seventy 
in the machine shops and twenty black­ 
smiths 
and helpers, 
besides a large 
number of machinists’ 
helpers. 
The 
men are all quiet. No delegation from 
the workmen have waited upon any of 
the officers today, but it Is hoped by 
both the company and the coolest of 
the men that the shut-down will notbe 
of long duration.

R eport That th e Law W as F aulty D enied 
by th e A uthorities. 
Rock county w ill probably do well 
to keep her insane asylum, as it will 
probably be used in the future as 
much as it has been in the past. 
The 
story was sent out th a t the legislature 
had forgotten to pass a suitable “ com­ 
mitm ent law ”, and th at all lunatics 
m ight be let loose; but Hans B. W ar­ 
ner, president of the state board of 
control, characterizes as “ all bosh” 
the report which was said to be found­ 
ed on statem ents of court commis­ 
sioners of Milwaukee. 
“ It is tru e,” said Mr. W arner, “ th at 
court commissioners in 
Milwaukee 
have found and Judge Johnson ha6 
held th at the present law relatiog to 
the commitment of the insane iB in­ 
valid or unconstitutional, but county 
judges will keep right on committing 
insane people 
under 
it just the 
same. 
The 
decision 
of 
Judge 
Johnson or any other circuit judge on 
the constitutionality of the law can­ 
not be regarded as final or carrying 
sufficient weight to w arrant a suspen­ 
sion of proceedings under it, and un­ 
til the supreme court declares the law 
nvalid commitments under it will 
C3ntinue to be made. 
As to superin­ 
tendents refusing to receive patients 
thus committed, they are bound to 
adm it them under the law, and I don’t 
think they are going to take it on 
themselves to decide a law unconsti­ 
tutional even w ith Judge Johnson’s 
assistance.” 
‘There were bills on the subject be­ 
fore the 
Legislature,

The theory that a “change” was 
desirable, and the expression that 
brought it about in 1892 has been 
fully tested, and thousands of voters, 
who contributed to republican defeat 
then, will return to the old ranks, 
thoroughly satisfied that a mistake 
was made and with a determination 
to right the wrong at the first oppor­ 
tunity.
